HAILED AS ‘LOST BOOK OF LAMECH' 


Holy Land Cave Gives Up Scroll 


Telling of 


CHICAGO—(UP)—A lost book 
of Biblical literature, found in a 
Holy Land cave and revealing de- 
tails of the early life of Noah for 
the first time, was hailed yester- 
day as “the most important Bible 
discovery of modern times.” 

Dr. John C. Trever, head of the 
English Bible Department of the 
International Council on Religious 
Education, said the ancient manu- 
script was expected to shed new 
light on the story of the man who, 
the Bible says, built the Ark. 

Trever identified the work as 
the “Lost Book of Lamech,” which 
he said scholars learned of in later 
Biblical writings but never hoped 
to find. 

, The scroll, a roll of fragile, brit- 
tle parchment expected to meas: 
ure five to seven feet long, was 
found in the Spring of 1947 with 
seven other scrolls and fragments 
of writings, all of them “priceless 
treasures,” Trever said. 

He said not all of the writings 
have been identified and that 
scholars in four countries are 
working on them. Photostatic

I prefer to keep full 
strength a weapon they don’t possess. Our knowledge the Rus- 
sians do have a submarine fleet should also make plain what it 
could do to a small Navy. 


In any armed force there are a few men who volunteer for the 
job of being the first to die. These are the Marines, a fine fighting 
tool. These, too, are the men who fly off carriers. They are, in 
any war, the shock troops. I do not say or intimate or think they 
are any braver than others, or that their accomplishments were 
greater. They happen to be the men, the one percent, who hurry 
to put themselves into such positions. That is why the Marines 
have always had that compelling spirit and pride. They proved 
themselves on the Pacific ‘beaches. And so did their aviation and 
Navy aircraft pilots, they being the air shock troops of the early 


fighting, especially in the Coral Sea. 
Folly Therefore. it seems to me the height of folly that any 
course would be taken which would destroy these proved 
forces; which would make that curious one percent feel it was not 
wanted; to cause such men to put in fog transfer to desk or ad- 
ministration jobs—which they will not like and cannot do well. 
All of which means they will soon quit the services or will quietly 
slip into the obscurity of bureaucracy. 


It is not good sense, however logical it may be made to sound, 
to say, for example, the Marine Corps’ job can be done as well 
by any troops selected at random. Even if this were true it still 
would be stupidity to eliminate the Marines or reduce them to 
The Marines have, for almost 200 years, attracted 


units which offer the most adventure, the greatest likelihood of 
“danger.” 


Carriers The same may be said of military aviation ‘in gen- 

eral. That carrier aircraft flying is more rigorous and 
more exacting none will deny. The war revealed the very effec- 
tive use of carrier aircraft. 


Whether we need many small carriers or a number of giant 
carriers, is beside the point. What is happening is that carrier 
pilots are seeking transfers in great numbers and apparently feel 
they are no longer wanted and that branch of the Navy offers 
no further opportunity. 


This makes no sense and does the country great harm.

Editor Constitution: What is commonly called 
the Old Testament was originally written in the 
Hebrew language. The English words hell, 
grave and pit were all translated from the same 
Hebrew word, sheol. Hell, grave and pit, there- 
fore, have the same meaning: a condition of 
nonexistence, and not a place of eternal tor- 
ment. According to Psalm 9:17 (which Mrs. 
Dickerson quoted): “The wicked shall be turned 
into hell (sheol, the grave), and all the nations 
that forgot God.” That is to say, the wicked 
will be turned into oblivion. Obadiah 16 has 
the proper thought concerning the wicked: “They 
shall be as though they had not been.” Jere- 
miah 51:57 also tells what will happen to the 
wicked: “They shall sleep a perpetual sleep and 
not wake, saith the King, whose name is the 
Lord of Hosts.” <A perpetual sleep is not eter 
nal torment. 

Jesus Christ, states Acts 2:31, was in hell 
(the grave), and on the third day he was resur- 
rected. Jonah was also in hell for a short period 
of time, but he was not in torment.

WASHINGTON—Down in the limestone bowels of the U. S. Capitol, directly beneath the dome, 
is Room F-82. Its massive, ironbound door has a small ventilator in it and if the gentlemen will | 
pardon me for saying so, it looks like the entrance to a padded cell. 


Here’s where the important stuff is going on. 
Upstairs the Senate is meeting on what the clerks 
call routine business. The House also is mark- 
ing time with speechifying. Everybody's waiting 
for something to explode in Room F-82. 


In deepest secrecy within are meeting the 
conferees of the two legislative bodies, try- 
ing to make a deal on what kind of a farm- 
support bill Congress is to adopt. Upon the 
decision of the harried lawgivers in F-82 
will depend whether the Government rents 
another cave in which to store another hun- 
dred million dozen eggs. And whether it 
buys a few more million pounds of butter, 
whether it stays in the potato business, and 
whether it has to buy up much of next year’s 
grain crop.

Meanwhile, the workers of the United States 
unwittingly and unwillingly are helping this 
Marxian government to make permanent the 
degradation of the British people.

That 
limitation was first waived in Britain during war 
emergencies with the understanding that this was 
a temporary accommodation. However, the peo- 
ple thus got accustomed to a more and more 
abject condition SO, when the British Marxian 
government began to flounder, the people meek- 
ly accepted the renewal of the impositions in 


peace. 


It should be observed that the American 
“labor” movement is violently defending the 
oppressors in Britain. Meanwhile, some Brit- 
ish union bosses have begun to drag their 
heels and try to pull away from the Labor 
Gevernment. But, as they do, the Marx- 
‘ans of the government party turn on them 
snarling. The government which they elect- 
ed to power may clap them in jail and frus- 
trate their efforts to recapture the workers’ 
rights. Our own union bosses, learning noth- 
ing from this example, are still pushing, driv- 
ing, dragging the American people toward 
the same Socialism or Communism. 


The British Labor Government inched up to 
labor conscription. ‘ Had these brutal cynics said 
frankly at the outset that they intended to draft 
and “transport” labor they would have been 
turned down cold. Living so close to Germany 
and Italy, the British had observed more sharply 
than the Americans that the “democratic ma- 


ne ee 


jority” is the most brutal tyrant of all. /‘‘Ma- 
jorities,’ as we have observed in the politics of 
our own union rackets, usually are not majori- 


ties at all but majorities of “those present,” or | 


majority votes of conventions. where the ruling 
gangsters pass upon the credentials of all the 
delegates. 

It would be easy to prove by facts that Mus- 
solini and Hitler received their powers by the 
democratic process. We forget too easily that 
Mussolini and Hitler were very popular. They 
would have been indorsed overwhelmingly in 
popular referenda just as David Dubinsky, John 
Lewis, Dan Tobin, Joe Moreschi and Bill Ma- 
loney, of our union rackets, are indorsed by 
“majorities.” 

After these British Marxists had taken power, 
they began to sidle’ up to labor conscription. 

The Labor Government matched each step in 
its own failure with,a step toward the enslave- 
ment of labor. When the volume of manpower 
thus driven from “nonessential” to “patriotic” 
work still fell short, conscription was adopted. 

It permits the Labor Government, the British 
equivalent of Henry Wallace, Chester Bowles, 
Vito Marcantonio, Claude Pepper, Leon Hender- 
son and David Dubinsky, to “direct” men and 
women into jobs which the Minister of Labor, 
believes they should perform in the “national 
interest.” Men between 18 and 50 and women 
between 18 and 40 are subject to this draft. 


Unmarried men and women and married 
men in special cases are liable to “trans- 
portation” from their homes to appropriate 
jobs in the national interest, which is a 
euphemism for the interest of the Labor 
Party. 


Thus far, the Minister of Labor says, the 
power to put citizens in jail for refusing to bail 
him out of his failure has been used sparingly. 
But the fact remains that the Marxian govern- 
ment now has the power to starve a citizen who 
refuses to comply. Therefore, as John T. Flynn 
points out, it is seldom necessary to invoke the 
power to send him to jail. 

And all this was done in the name of labor 
by the British union bosses aided by the bosses 
of Americans unions.

Ernest S. Tierkel, of the Veteri- 
nary Public Health Division, Com- 
municable Disease Center, after 
Dr. T. F. Sellers, State Health Di- 
rector, had cited the dangers of 
antirabied vaccine. 

Dr. Tierkel said rabies, which 
causes “agonizing death” among 
humans, should be attacked at its 
roots—that is, “by controlling andj} 
eventually eradicating the disease’ 
in the animal population.” 

“The disease can be eradicated | 
from a given area,” he stressed, | 
“by carefully planned and well-' 
executed programs.” 

Addressing a conference on com- | 
municable diseases, sponsored by, 
the Communicable Disease Center, | 
U. S. Public Health Service, Dr.' 
Tierkel named three broad rabies- ' 
control measures: 

1. Annual antirabies vaccination 
of all dogs. 

2. Impounding and destruction 
of all stray dogs. 

3. Registration or licensing of all 

Ogs. 
He said in areas of rabies out- 
breaks in wild animals, such as 
foxes, adequate trapping programs 
should be conducted. 

Dr. Sellers empnasized that vac- 
cination of humans not actually 
exposed to rabies could be harm- 
ful and sometimes fatal.

and a coal freighter collided in a 
gale off England’s North Sea coast 
yesterday and 20 British seamen 
were lost. 


The 20 went down with the 
2,025-ton steamer Maystone. Only 
four of her crew were picked up 
by the civilian crew of the Albion. 
The freighter, which was carrying 
coal from Methil, Scotland, to Lon- 
don, sank immediately. 

The 18,300-ton Albion, fourth of 
the light Hermes class, was being 
towed by tugs from the Jarrow 
Shipyards to the Scottish drydock 
at Rosyth for completion. Holed on 
the portside near her propellors, 
she continued on her way, though 
a naval spokesman said she was 
weathering “tremendous difficul- 
ties” in the heavy seas. 

Royal Air Force planes and a 
Coast Guard lifeboat searched the 
tumbling waters about the Farne 
Islands, four miles off. the coast, 
for hours without finding a trace 
of the 20 missing crewmen.

What To Teach 
Girls Is Problem

The people whose business is education 
¢ are always in a sub rosa turmoil, it seems, 
about exactly what to teach girls in higher education. 


There is the pull between the school of thought that leans to 
homemaking and family instruetion, and the one that Says any- 
body can learn to keep house but he or she has no chance in the 
world to learn Chaucer and Shakespeare except in school. The 
latter group maintains that a knowledge of the fine arts simply 
fits women to become more rounded citizens and all in all, the 
arts are a permanent inspiration. 

The ferment in “girls’” studies continues, and Dr. Grace 
Sloan Overton, who visited Atlanta last week in her capacity as 
a consultant on family relationships, says the curriculum for the 
female student is one of the chief points of discussion everywhere. 

She says it has been proved that education has not fitted women 
for their role as well as it has fitted men, and the result is the 
dislocated, restless, neurotic females who escape to frantic work 
in superficial organizations or to a bridge table. Dr. Overton be- 
lieves the newest conviction is that girls should approach home- 
purchasing, child-rearing, and civic consciousness on a technical 
level with a skill that could be salable if it were used in a pro- 
fessional capacity. : 

This, the educator believes, would lead girls to have more re- 
spect for their basic duties in the home, as wives and mothers. 

There is a little wonder in my mind how this conincides with 
the theory of the, attractive new President of Wellesley College 
and many others who have stated there is no such thing as “wom- 
en’s” subjects, and insist that all matters in the world are of as much 
interest to girls as to boys. Perhaps is coincides, though it would 
seem to be somewhat contradictory. 

Dr. Overton, an authority. likewise on “boy-girl” relationships 
remarked that campus marriages have proved to many. young’ stu- 
dents of both sexes that it is wiser to wait for the wedding until 
after the undergraduate work is completed, at least. Husbands and 
wives who have been the tenants of trailer villages have been 
satisfactory students, but their friends have seen the hard work 
they have had to do to make ends meet, and to serve both schoo! 
and home well. 


“T think there are many signs that high school girls are 
beginning to believe they must not marry college men with- 
out keeping up their education, too,” Dr. Overton remarked. 


“You know, that old business of ‘keeping up with your suc- 
cessful husband, was somewhat forgotten in the excitement of the 
new postwar families, but brides of college men, nursing the babies 
and ironing the family laundry, have come to the conclusion that 
they should be able to discuss philosophy and economics as well as 
the dwindling budget.” 

The mellow woman who has become the motherly confidant of 
_ thousands of Georgia young people in the years she has visited 
here as the guest of school and church groups, has a hopeful note 
about the tightening of morals about the adolescents she inter- 
views in her travels. 

“The pendulum,” she suggested, “may be swinging a little. I 
don’t know how to account for it, except in the good sense of 
.the youngsters themselves. They are beginning to understand, for 
example, that sexual promiscuity leads to far more than a troubled 
conscience ... it may and often does lead to later neuroses and 


discontent.”

NUTRITION RESEARCH 


Popular Cereal Fallacies 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD

Do you think cereals are “kid stuff”? Afraid to eat them 
for fear you'll gain weight? Do you think hot cereals are 
more nutritious than cold ones? If so, your ideas about 
breakfast cereals are dated—out-of-date, that is. 


These are popular cereal fal- 
lacies says no less an authority 
than the “granddaddy of mod- 
ern nutrition,” Dr. E. V. Mc- 
Collum, The Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. Many medical and nu- 
tritional leaders have long rec- 
ognized the importance of grain 
derived foods, especially break- 
fast cereals, in our diets. 


Much research has been done 
on this basic food group not only 
to determine their food value 
but to constantly improve their 
processing and packaging. Yet 
recent nationwide surveys indi- 
cate most of us have many mis- 
conceptions of the true value of 
these thrifty, versatile foods. 
SCORE YOURSELF 

How does your cereal I. Q. 
check with these answers from 
Dr. McCollum? 

Q: Are cereals important for 
adults as well as for children? 

A: Yes, they are. Cereals are 
one of the United States Govern- 
ment’s “Basic 7” food groups, 
and as such are important for 
adults as well as for young peo- 
ple. As a person grows older, 
he still needs foods from the 
“Basic 7” every day. The cereal 
serving (cereal and milk) is 
especially important for adults, 


‘for 41 per cent never drink milk. 


Cereal acts as a carrier for milk, 
thus making it possible for some 
milk to be consumed without 
actually drinking it. 

Q@: Are cereals “essential” to 
the diet? 

A: No one food is absolutely 
essential to the diet, since there 
is no perfect food. Practically 
every food is a source of several 
nutrients. We could probably 
get along very well without any 
one food, provided the nutrients 
thus made lacking in the diet 
were supplied by some other 
food or combination of foods. 
Nature does not provide us with 
what may be termed an “ideal” 
food, but depends upon combi- 
nations of foods to supply the 
many essential nutrients needed 
for good health. 

Q: Are cereals fattening? 

A: No, for there is no one 


food that is considered fattening. 
It is the total amount of foods 
eaten that' makes a person gain 
or lose weight. It is immaterial 
whether too much is eaten of 
one food or another; whether the 
food intake is too high in pro- 
tein, in carbohydrate, or in fat. 
In the normal person, as long as 
the total is more than is needed, 
fat will be deposited and weight 
will increase. 

Q. Is the nutritional value of 
breakfast cereals dependent 
upon the temperature at which 
they are eaten? In other words, 
hot or cold. 

A: No, the nutritional value 
of breakfast cereals is not de- 
pendent upon temperature but 
upon the nutrients in each ce- 
real. 

@: What is the nutritional 
difference between cereal and 
milk, and cereal and cream? 

A: Due to the higher fat con- 
tent of cream, it provides more 
—" fat, and Vitamin A than 
milk.

Drys’ Gains 
Told WCTU 


Georgia’s WCTU members 
girded themselves for a renewed 
battle against alcoholism yester- 
day in the opening sessions of 
their sixty-eighth aniversary 
convention. 

“According to figures given 
last year by Dr. Robert B. 
Seliger, there are 1,000,000 alco- 
holics and 3,000,000 potential al- 
coholics in this country,” Miss 
Elizabeth Smart, national cor- 
responding secretary, reported 
to the Georgia delegates. 

“The worst part of that is that 
10 percent of these are women, 
and one in every four of those 
hospitalized are women,” she 
added. 

She called upon the delegates 
to “enlarge and enhance our 
campaign of education in public 
schools, to raise money to get 
literature about alcoholism into 
the hands of the alcoholics them- 
selves, and to contribute toward 
the production of more motion 
pictures like ‘Skid Row’.” 

This film, which depicted the 
actual conditions of alcoholism 
on West Madison Street in Chi- 
cago, has resulted in a clean-up 
campaign in that city. 

Miss Smart also reported to 
the convention, meeting at Wes- 
ley Memorial Church, the results 
of two State commission studies 
on drunkenness. 

“Connecticut found they were 
taking up two-thirds of the time 
of their police to arrest and re- 
arrest alcoholics,” she said. 

“Massachusetts found that in 
order to take in $13,000,000 in 
taxes, they were spending more 
than $61,000,000 in jail and court 
costs, hospitalization, and care 
for the families of these people.” 

“During the past year, we 
have had remarkable success in 
Congress,” Miss Smart declared. 
The WCTU was instrumental in 
getting an amendment attached 
to the bill to incorporate the 
Virgin Islands Corporation which 
prohibits the corporation from
